BIDDLES’ BODIES ON VIEW. 


Women Bring Flowers—Mrs. Soffel’s 
Condition Is Improving and She 
Asks a Change of Venue. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 4.--From 9 to 
12 o'clock to-day the bodies of John and 
Edward Biddle were exposed to public view 
at an undertaking establishment on the 
South Side, and several thousand curious 
persons passed before the coffins. As early 
as 8 o’clock crowds began to gather, and 
despite the cold they awaited patiently the 
opening of the doors. 

In the crowd were probably as many wo- 
men as men. Inspector McShane, Capt. 
Gallant, and a squad of sixteen officers 
were present to preserve order. The mob 
became so great that the doors were finally 
closed by the police on account of the 
crush. Thousands, mostly women, were un- 
able to gain admission, and for several 
hours after the closing of the doors many 
of them lingered about the place. Some of 
the women carried flowers, which they left 
with the undertaker to be placed on the 
graves. 

The burial will take place to-morrow 
morning in one large grave in Calvary Cem- 
etery. It is not probable that any religious 
services will be performed, as no arrange- 
ments have been made for the attendance 
of a priest or minister. 

In Edward Biddle’s clothing has been 
found a pill containing enough strychnine 
to kill three men. It is supposed that he 
intended to poison himself rather than 
hang. 

The indictment against Mrs. Soffel may 
not be acted on by the present Grand Jury. 
She has not yet been put under arrest for- 
mally, and will not be until she is strong 
enough to be moved to the Pittsburg jail. 
She will not be moved from the Butler Hos- 
pital as long as the change would endanger 


her life, but she is recovering rapidly, and 
so will not stay here much longer. 

She says she does not wish to bring fur- 
ther disgrace and humiliation upon Ler hus- 
band, and she wishes a change of venue 
when she comes to trial.

In a_ remarkably 
short time, it seemed, the wind was tearing 
away over the waters at a seventy-mile 


{ clip, and what before had been a stiff gale 


had grown to be a hurricane, the weather- 
ing of which would have tested the strength 
the stanchest craft. The seas were 
breaking over the tug mountain high, while 
the terrific wind which was responsible for 
them continued to rage from the westward 
without a sign of abating. Suddenly, when 
the storm was at its height, Capt. McCon- 
nell and his men aboard the Richmond 
heard the snap of a wire rope, and a mo- 
ment later saw the three barges drift away 
from them. 

Quickly following and at the same time 
throwing lines in a vain attempt to catch 
the Antelope, the Richmond got as close to 
the unfortunate craft as she possibly could 
in the terrific storm that was raging, trust- 
ing that by some lucky chance she might be 
able to re-establish connection, or, failing 
in that, to get from aboard the barges the 
thirteen unfortunate people whose fate they 
knew to be hanging in the balance. 

Until nightfall the tug floundered around 
in the raging seas while her skipper and 
his men yelled encouragement to‘the terror- 


| stricken people on board the drifting barges, 


encouragement was mere _ mockery, 
however, and as darkness fell, despite her 
attempts to keep in the vicinity of the 
doomed craft, they were soon lost sight of. 
Waiting around, and trusting that by some 
streak of good luck she might stumble 
across the barges in the pitchy darkness 
and raging seas, the Richmond at last, real- 
izing that her own safety demanded that 
she make for a haven, reluctantly resumed 
her course, and after a terrific battle with 
wind and sea finally managed to make 
Newport, where Capt. McConnell notified 
his New York managers of the misfortune 
that had overtaken him, 

He told the story chronicled above, with 
the additional information that it was only 
when the necessity of saving his own men 
became absolutely necessary that he quit 
the scene of the loss of his tow.

Westhampton later on made a similar re- 
port, and the barge seen may have been one 
of the three that broke from the Rich- 
mond. If it should hapren that it was the 
Mystic Bell or the Belle of Oregon and 
they should turn up later on it would re- 
duce the number of the lost to nine. Capt. 
MeéConnell of the Richmond, however, 
thinks all thirteen were lost, and all reports 
so far indicate that his judgment is correct. 

The three barges, all of which were un- 
der charter to the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Coal Company, belonged to Boston con- 
cerns, the Antelope being owned by the 
Boston Towboat Company and the two oth- 
ers by the Coastwise Steamship Company.

Assistant Chief and Five Other Fire- | 


men Buried in Ruins of St. 


Louis Building. 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 4.—At least men 
were killed and as many more injured in a 
fire which broke out to-night in the five- 
story stone and brick building located at | 
314 Chestnut Street, occupied by the Amer- j 
ican Tent and Awning Company. 

The dead are August Thierry, First As- 
sistant Fire Chief; Michael Kehoe, Assist- 
ant Foreman; Daniel Steele, Foreman, and 
three pipemen, names unknown, all caught 
in the ruins. 

The building in which the fire originated ! 
was in the old business section of the city, | 
and was about fifty_years old. The blaze, 
which proved a hard one for the Fire De- | 
partment to master, had been brought prac- 
tically under control when suddenly, with 
absolutely no warning, the building col- 
lapsed and came down in a heap with a 
noise that could be heard for blocks. 

Three pipemen at work on the second 
floor had had difficulty in managing a line } 
of hose, and Assistant Chief Thierry was 
on his way with three of his men to lend 
them aid, when the building collapsed. The 
men went down with tons of twisted iron, 
stone, and wooden columns enveloping | 
them. 

Chief Swingly put his entire force to work | 
at once in an effort ‘to rescue the buried 
firemen, but although the men worked 
heroically they had not been able to reach | 
the victims at midnight. It is certain that 
all are dead, as tons of debris cover them.

The fire was caused by the overturning } 
of a candle in the rooms of Sarah Asch- 
lander, on the first floor of the building. 
She fell asleep while reading by the can- 
dle’s light in bed. The candle overturned 
and the fire resulted. The damage was 
about $500. 


COASTERS IN A BAD WRECK.

Double-Decker Sled Struck a Heavy 
Team and Fatally Injured Three 
Young Women.

CUMBERLAND, Md., Feb. 4.—Three 
young women are said to be dying and six 
other persons are painfully injured as the 
result of a coasting accident here last 
night. The injured are Miss May Johnson, 
thigh and rib broken and head and eye se- 
riously injured; Miss Sadie Shannon, skull 
fractured; Miss Mamie Beck, skull frac- 
tured; Miss Hester Hager, ankle sprained; 
Miss Maggie Mahaney, head badly cut; 
Miss Flora Mahaney, head cut and eye in- 
jured; Taylor Mahaney, arm _ broken; 
Charles McCracken, nose broken _and face 
badly cut and eyesight probably destroyed; 
Allen Hobday, cut about the eye; Harry 

Groves, and several others badly hurt. 

The young people were on a ‘ double 
decker ’’ sled coasting on a long ice-covered 
hill. The sled was moving at least forty 
miles an hour when it ran into a heavily 
laden wagon drawn by two horses. The 
horses were knocked down and the spokes 
were ripped out of the wheels as if they 
were straws, but Archibald Allan, the 
driver, was unhurt. , 

The coasters were scattered over the 
snow-covered ground, some of them uncon- 
scious. Before they could be removed a 
second sled in attempting to steer around 
the wreck upset and some of the coasters 
fell on the injured. A third sled safely 
cleared the wreck. Persons residing in the 
vicinity opened their homes to the injured 
until they could be removed to their homes 
or a hospital. The accident will have a de- 
terring influence upon the use of big sleds 
for coasting. The Chief of Police has given 
orders to arrest all such coasters.

REPUBLICANS SAY DUTIES 
OUGHT TO BE REDUCED. 


Common Talk of Congressmen that the 
Party in Power Must Revise Tariffs. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—It was common 
talk amorg members of the House to-day 
that there wes small danger of attribut- 
ing undue’ significance to the strong de- 
mand for tariff revision made yesterday in 
the Wavs and Means Committee by those 


who voted for the Babcock rider reducing 


the rates in the iron and steel schedule. 
The cpinton was prevalent that the “ inci- 
dent’’ was not closed, and that before the 
ena of the session there would be consid- 
crable more heard about tariff reform both 


in the Ways and Means Committee and in } 


the F:ouse. 

Western Congressmen do not hesitate to 
say the Ways and Means Committee, in its 
attitude toward the. tariff schedules, mis- 
represents the Republican Party, especially 
the important portion of it that does its 
voting in the West. It is admitted the com- 
mittee stands by the latest public declara- 
tion of those in whose interests the sched- 
ules were drawn—the declaration made by 
the so-called reciprocity convention held in 
this city last November. But the Western- 
ers do not concede that the convention was 
entitled to speak for the Republican Party 
of the country and bring to a sudden halt 
a movement started by a Republican Presi- 
dent—a movement that promised, they 
claim, to result in an enormous growth of 
the foreign trade of this country. 

The complaint is made. that the Ways 
and Means Committee has been a sort of 
close corporation, assuming the right to 
do as it pleased with respect to tariff mat- 
ters, resenting interference from members 
of the House not connected with the com- 
mittee. It is predicted that if this atti- 
tude of the committee is persisted in, it 
will result in great damage to the party in 
the West, where the conviction is spread- 
ing that a good many of the tariff rates 
ought to be lowered for the good of the 
American consumers, and for the advance- 
ment of trade relations with other coun- 
tries. A member of the House, whose 
name is not given, is quoted in an evening 
paper as saying: 

‘*The Ways and Means Committee is not 
within earshot of the Republican majority 
in the House, nor within gunshot of the 
people.”’ 

This and other criticisms of the commit- 
tee assume, of course, that Messrs. Payne, 
(Rep., N. Y.,) Dalzell, (Rep., Penn.,) and 
Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio,) are as fully in con- 
trol of the committee as they were a year 
ago or six months ago. There are indica- 
tions that they are losing their grip. The 
incident in which the Babrock rider figured 
showed that two Republicans had broken 
away from the heretofore acknowledged 
leaders of the committee, and to-day the 
report is circulating that there are two 
other Republican members of the commit- 
tee who are extremely “ shaky.” 

It is considered possible that out of this 
condition in the committee there may come 
some action that will start a big movement 
for tariff reform. It would hardly astonish 
well-informed members of the House if Mr. 
Babcock (Rep.. Wis.) should succeed in get. 
ting his bill favorably reported, as he said 
to-night that he hoped he would. Its pas- 
sage by the House is within the range of 
possibilities, according to the judgment of 
some extremely conservative Republican 
members. 

‘Beyond that,’’ said a Western Repre- 
sentative to-night, quoting from one of 
Webster’s speeches, “‘I seek not to pene- 
trate the veil.’ In other words, I do not in- 
tend to forecast the effect of such action 
by the House on the coming Congressional 
campaign. It might, however, save the 
Republican Party from defeat in a good 
many Congressional Districts if it should 
result in declarations in Republican plat- 
forms in favor of revising the tariff rates.

“A new company has been formed by 
the Whitney-Widener-Elkins-Dolan combi- 
nation to lease the Metropolitan Street 
Railway system of New York. 

“The new organization will be a securi- 
ties company, so formed as to permit it te 
hold the stock of any corporation. Its 
capital will be $30,000,000, which may be 
increased as necessity arises. It is not the 
purpose of the company to attempt at this 
time to effect a consolidation of the other 
great New York systems—Manhaitan and 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit—with the Metro- 
politan, but it admitted that such a 
merger is ultimately hoped for. 

“The money raised will be used to turn 
100 miles of antiquated horse railway lines 
into a modern underground trolley system, 
and the new securities will guarantee an 
annual dividend of 7 per cent. on the 
Metropolitan stock, shareholders of the lat- 
ter to have the right to subscribe to 
$20,000,000 of the new capital at par to 
the extent of 45 per cent. of their present 
holdings. The entire issue of capital has 
been underwritten by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
of New York. 

““ The terms of the deal were all settled on 
Monday at a conference in New York, and 
a formal circular of announcement is now 
being prepared.

Mr. Jerome, Assured that Senator Wag 
ner Will Present the Measure, 
Talks of Sunday Opening.

ALBANY, Feb. 4.—District Attorney Jer- 
ome arrived here to-night with his excise 
bill, and registered at the Ten Eyck. Short- 
ly after he started for the Fort Orange 
Club in company with Assemblyman Julius 
Seymour. As they went through the grill- 
room of the Ten Eyck they almost ran into 
Senator John Raines. No greetings were 

exchanged. 

Mr. Jerome remained at the Fort Orange 
Club until nearly midnight. He had an ap- 
pointment with Senator Wagner at the 
Ten Eyck at 11 o'clock. Senator Wagner 
had written Mr. Jerome announcing his 
willingness to introduce whatever excise 
bill Mr. Jerome might bring to Albany. 
After waiting for Mr. Jerome until 11:30 
Senator Wagner gave him up and went to 
the Kenmore, where he resides. He repeated 
before he left, however, that he would be 
glad to introduce Mr. Jerome's bill. 

When Mr. Jerome returned to the hotel 
he expressed disappointment at missing 
Senator Wagner, but upon receiving as- 
surance that Senator Wagner would intro- 
duce the bill, he furnished a copy of it to 
the newspaper men. The only change 
which it makes in the Raines law is as fol- 
lows:

a year, probably more. All this work under the 
present charter is performed by the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply, Gas, and Electricity, 

A new charter has just gone into operation un- 
der a new administration. There is not the 
slightest reason for impairing its vitality by the 
creation of such a commission. 

The bill would not be remedied even if its 
mandatory features were eliminated and the 
discretion given to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to pass upon the proceedings of 
the proposed Board of Water Commissioners. 

Under the present charter the Commissioner 
of Water Supply, Gas and Electricity must ob- 
tain the approval of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to any measure looking to fur- 
ther water supply for the city. Under the bill, 
as amended, the same result would happen, viz., 
that the board would report to the rd of 
Estimate and Apportionment. There is no oc- 
casion for the creation of such a cumbrous body. 

This body is also clothed with the power to 
employ engineers, and it would then proceed to 
determine upon the advisability of proposed 
sources, plans and methods. The present charter 
has established a satisfactory method for the 
determination of future sources of water supply, 
and there is not the slightest occasion for the 
measure outlined in the bill.

BRIDGE TRAFFIC OUTLET 


| Plan to Lay Tracks Across the 
Brooklyn Plaza. 


An 


Transit Company's Manager Speaks 


Injunction to be Vacated—Rapid 


of the Means to Relieve 
the Crush. 


With a view to establishing another out- 
let from the bridge for trolley cars, the 
Lrooklyn Kapid Transit Company is plan- 
ming to lay tracks across the so-called 
brooklyn Bridge Plaza, in Brooklyn. This 
piaza, as it is officially described, cost the 
old City ef Brcoklyn something like $3,000,- 
0.0. Jt is within the space bounded by Ful- 
ton, High, and Sands Streets, and the ter- 
minal building,of the bridge. 

The plaza was long ago effectively dis- 
figured by the building of an elevated rail- 
road loop and other overhead railroad 
structures. Now the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Company proposes to complete the dis- 
figuration of the plaza by laying tracks 
across it. It is claimed, however, that as 
the plaza is not now a thing of beauty, and 
is not likely ever to be made such, it 
might well be put to practical use for 
the benefit of the traveling public in af- 
fording a means for the better operaticen 
of trolley cars on the bridge. 

The plan of the Rapid Transit Company 
is to lay a single track through Liberty 
Street, which is three blocks in length, 
from Fulton Street, and across the plaza, 
so as to form a connection with the trol- 
ley tracks on the south roadway of the 
bridge. This would afford a straight outlet 
from the bridge to Fulton Street at Tillary 
and Liberty Streets. At present the trolley 
cars, wnen they leave the bridge in Brook- 
lyn turn down Sands Street in order to get 
into Fulton Street, and there is frequently 
a congestion of traffic there in conse- 
quence. 

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company has 
a franchise to lay tracks in Liberty Street 
and it has applied to Bridge Commissioner 
Lindenthal for permission to cross the 
plaza. One of the officials of the company 
expressed confidence last night that the 
Commissioner would give his consent to 
the plan if it is approved by Corporation 
Counsel Rives. 

The Liberty Street franchise was obtained 
by the company prior to 1898. The com- 
pany at that time planned to lay tracks in 
the street, but the late Michael C. Murphy, 
President of the Van Brunt Street and Erie 
Basin Railroad Company, who owned a 
hotel at the corner of High and Liberty 
Streets, secured an injunction restraining 
the Rapid Transit Company from laying 
tracks as it had planned. This injunction

It was said last night that Mr. Murphy 
acted in the interests of the old Nassau 
Railroad Company, and that when that 
company was merged with the Rapid 
Transit Company he consented to have the 
injunction vacated. Mr. Murphy died only 
a few weeks ago. It is said that for some 


{ reason no signed consent that the old in- 


junction be vacated was obtained from 
him. Application, however, it was stated, 
will be made by the Rapid Transit Com- 
pany to have the injunction vacated. 

Discussing the matter last night, J. C. 
Brackenridge, General Manager of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, said: 

“Within a few weeks we shall take steps 
to have the injunction removed. None of 
the other property owners in Liberty Street 
is opposed to the laying of the tracks. As 
soon as the injunction is vacated we will 
begin the work of laying the tracks.”’ 

Mr. Brackenridge added that only a single 
track would be laid in the street and that 
the use of the present tracks running from 
the south roadway of the bridge along 
Sands Street to Fulton Street would not 
be discontinued. The single track in Lib- 
erty Street, he added, was intended merely 
to relieve the crush at the present outlet 
from the bridge. 

Speaking of Commissioner Lindenthal’s 
new idea of having local bridge passengers 
deposit their tickets in boxes at the Brook- 
lyn terminal instead of on the Manhattan 
side, Mr. Brackenridge said that he could 
see no particular advantage in the scheme. 
It simply transferred the crush from the 
Manhattan to the Brooklyn side, and af- 
forded no especial accommodation to the 
public. ’ 

Mr. Brackenridge said he thought that 
there should be more activity on the part 
of the bridge management toward raising 
the trolley tracks at the Manhattan ter- 
minal, which plan was submitted by the 
experts appointed by Commissioner Shea to 
devise a method of relieving the crush at 
the Park Row entrance to the bridge. If 
the plan was carried out, Mr. Brackenridge 
declared, more room would be afforded for 
handling cars, and the public would be bet- 
ter accommodated. 

Mr. Brackenridge expressed the belief 
that the completion of the new East River 
Bridge would not divert enough traffic 
from the present bridge to relieve the con- 
gestion. Most of the people using the 
old bridge. he said, were employed or in 
business below Chambers Street and would 
continue to use the old bridge for that 
reason.

So sharp was this 
difference, the Governor said, that Agui- | 
naldo had directed and secured the assas- | 
sination of Luna, thus leaving the way j 
open for the carrying out of his own plans. 

He would not report the incident, he | 
added, if it had not been positively report- 
ed to him by Gen. Funston. Aguinaldo 
said that if he did not kill Luna, Luna | 
would kill him. Indeed, the custom was 
to order a man’s death in his absence and 
have him killed upon his return. The pres-

He 
considered most of these as unreliable. 

In ‘general, it was impossibie to prevent | 
retaliation by private soldiers under all cir- 
cumstances. As a rule, the witness said, | 
American prisoners were treated well by 
the Filipinos. This, so far as he knew, was 
uniformly true of the Filipino officers who 
were high in command. There were some | 
cases to the contrary on the part of subor- 
dinate Filipino officers. He had not, he 
said in reply to a question from Senator | 
Culberson, known anything of the reports 
of the killing of Filipino prisoners with the 
knowledge of Gen. Metcalf of Kaneas. 

Yet, he continued, he was not in an atti- 
tude of favor to military rule; it was still 
his deliberate judgment that ‘never had a | 
war beeri conducted in which more compas- | 
sion, more restraint, and more generosity 
had been exhibited than in connection with 
the American war in the Philippines.’’ 

In this connection Senator Culberson 
(Dem., Texas.) made inquiry concerning 
the effect of the policy of concentration in ! 
the Philippines. Replying, Gov. Taft said 
that Gen. Bell’s order for concentration 
had been published since his departure from 
Manila. He, however, had talked with 
Gen. Bell on that point and had told him 
that he did not consider such an order 
necessary, because he was of opinion that a 
proper degree of pressure brought ‘to bear 
on the wealthy men of Batangas would 
have the effect of causing the province to 
yield without making a sweeping order of 
concentration. 

After reading a part of Gen. Bell’s order, 
Mr. Culberson asked if he still entertained 
the same opinions previously expressed as 
to the military policy in the Philippines. To 
this Goy. Taft replied: 

“The war has been all over these isl- 
ands, and that which remains is a crime 
against civilization. It is also a crime 
against the Filipino people to keep up a 
state of war under the circumstances. They 
haye worn out the right to any treatment 
but that which is severe and within the 
laws of war.” 

This statement led Senator Patterson to 
ask whether the witness did not consider 
that even a small number of people who 
were waging a war for independence did 
not deserve consideration at the hands of 
the American Army. In response Gov. Taft 
said inat the great majority of the people 
of the islands desired peace. and that the 
insurrectionists by their acts were pre- 
venting the mass of the people from set- 
tling down and earning a quiet living. In- 
stead of being allowed to do this, they 
were kept under a system of terrorism, 
which should be stopped. 

Democratic members of the committee 
read statements from Gen. MacArthur and 
others, expressing the opinion that the hos- 
tility of the Filipino to American institu- 
tions was due to innate differences and 
was general, but Gov. Taft replied that 
he had apvroached the question at issue 
from a different standpoint from 
authorities, and said that most of his con- 
clusions were drawn from contact with the 
Filipinos themselves. 

In conclusion, he was questioned con- 
cerning the acts of the Philippine Com- 
mission for the punishment of treason, but 
he expressed a desire to postpone the dis- 
cussion of this matter to a time when more 
attention could be given to it. He had not, 
he said, been present when this law was 
enacted, but he had an opinion, which he 
would be glad to give.

MR. SHAW ON DEPOSITING 
OF GOVERNMENT FUNDS. 


Writes to Mr. Sulzer About the Latter’s 
Bill to Place Moneys in Na- 
tional Banks. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Secretary Shaw's 
first communication on financial legislation 
is contained in a letter to Representative 
Sulzer (Dem.) of New York concerning the 
latter’s bill to deposit Government funds at 
interest in National banks throughout the 

country. 

“I find on my desk, awaiting my arri- 
val,” writes Mr. Shaw, “ your letter of 
Jan. 17 referring to House Joint Resolution 
112 and asking information as to the 
amount of interest which the Government 
would have realized had the proposed law 
been adopted as a part of the National 
banking law. 

“Tf the surplus money in excess of $50,- 
000,000 working capital had been deposited 
in Clearing House cities in proportion to 


| the relative capital of each bank therein, 


with no other security than a prior lien 
the bank’s assets, the Government 
would have lost nothing, and if the Govern- 
ment had realized 2 per cent. upon the 
funds so deposited it would have received 
$32,000,000. Aided in this way, the banks

in the sum of $200,000,000.

WOMEN’S CLUBS CLASH 
AT THE COLOR LINE. 


Northern and Southern Members of Fed- 
eration to Meet in Effort to 


Compromise. 

There arrived in New York yesterday two 
prominent women from Georgia, Mrs. A. O. 
Granger of Cartersville and Mrs, J. Lind- 
say Johnson of Atlanta, President and ex- 
President of the Georgia State Federation 
of Women's Clubs, who have come to New 
York to meet delegates from the Massachu- 
setts Federation to discuss the matter of 
amendments to the by-laws of the General 
Federation, which will meet in Los An- 
geles, Cal., in May next. It is the question 
of drawing the color line in the federation 
which is the real matter to be considered, 


the question which was skillfully kept down 
at the last biennial meeting of the General 
Federation in Milwaukee, but which will 
have to be settled at the next meeting. 

By the insertion of the word “ white” 
into the by-laws the Georgia women pro- 
pose to cover the color question. The by- 
laws will read then that the federation shail 
be composed ot “individual white clubs,”’ 
and that delegates to biennial conventions 
shall be ‘‘ white women.’ They speak with 
the greatest kindness and consideration of 
the colored women, their clubs, and the 
good work they are doing, but are firmly of 
the opinion that a mixture of the two colors 
will be fatal for the clubs of both, 

It was the Massachusetts women who in- 
troduced Mrs. Ruffner of the New Era 
Club (colored) of Boston at the Milwaukee 
biennial, where her application for admis- 
sion was tabled by the Executive Board. 
It is the Massachusetts Federation which 
will take up cudgels, it is said, for the 


breaking down of the color line at the next } 


meeting of the federation, for which they 
aiso have prepared amendments to the con- 
stitution. It is to see what can be done in 
private discussion that two delegates from 
the Massachusetts Federation will meet 
Mrs. Granger and Mrs. Johnson to-morrow 
morning at 9 o’clock in Mrs. Granger's pri- 
vate parlor in the Holland House. 

“This color question and the fear of it 
has militated against club work in the 
South from the beginning,’’ said Mrs. Gran- 
ger, speaking of the matter yesterday. 
There are women all through the South 
who, from a fear that it might come up, 
have refused to take part in club work, and 
there will be a general disruption of the 
federation if we do not decide to draw the 
line strictly. If the federation should split, 
as a Newport paper said the other day, it 
will be a curiously crooked line which will 
be drawn in dividing the two sides. The 
Northern women who are now residents of 
Georgia and members of our Georgia Fed- 
eration, we find, are as firm in tne stand 
they have taken in the matter as any of 
us. They are women we had not known as 
Northern women until this matter was 
brought up. 

‘*WeAeel that it will be as great a dis- 
advantage to the colored women as to our- 
selves to have the color line withdrawn, 
There is now a National Federation of Col- 
ored Women’s Clubs, a Southern Federa- 
tion, and I don’t know how many State 
federations. 

“It would be too bad,’’ Mrs. Granger 
continued, ‘“‘to ask the colored women to 
take a secondary place, as they would, in 
our clubs, and it would be a shame to take 
away from the colored federations the best 
and most cultured among their women— 
those who can do them the most good. It 
is not likely that they would still remain 
with the colored clubs if they joined- the 
white ones. The colored women must learn 
to depend upon themselves, to manage their 
own clubs, and they are doing that already, 
and some of their clubs are splendidly con- 
ducted and doing excellent work. 

‘‘Among the most self-respecting colored 
women there is no desire to join the white 
clubs, and they do not wish for social in- 
tercourse with the white people. Their 
feeling in the matter is shown at the meet- 
ing of the National Federation of Colored 
Women’s Clubs in Buffalo last September, 
where, as it was reported, Mrs. Booker 
Washington, being invited to _be present 
at a reception of the National Colored Fed- 
eration and on the same evening to one 
given by the New York State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, (white,) accepted the 
latter invitation, and the following day the 
colored federation. which had proposed to 
elect her as its President, decided not to 
do so.”’ 

“The feeling of the colored people of the 
South was shown in a remark made to me 
by a waiter in the Kamball House at At- 
lanta, where I stopped on my way from the 
Milwaukee biennial,’’ said Mrs, Johnson. 
“This man was at one time the butler 
in my family, and he had seen the account 
of the feeling on_the color question at 
the convention and came up to speak to 
me about it immediately. 

““*Howdy, Miss Annie,’ he said. ‘I'm 
so glad you beat ‘em up there. Them low 
down, no account Northern niggers haven't 
any self-respect.’ 

A strong effort will be made at the 
meeting to-morrow morning to arrange 
the proposed amendments, so that they 
will be satisfactory to ar one. The wo- 
men who wish the color line drawn say 
there is no objection to individual clubs 
having colored members if they are not 
present at federation meetings.

Sturgis, also be tried this week.

He will tell how many 
theatres have violated the law without 
giving their names.

ARREST IN DALY’S THEATRE. 


Encounter Between an Usher and a 
Patron Who Took a Seat After 
Buying Admission Ticket. 
Edmund 8S. Da Costa, a clerk for the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company, living at 
320 West Twenty-sixth Street got into 
trouble at Daly’s Theatre last night 
through trying to comply with Commis- 
sioner Sturgis’s order against standing in 
theatres. With a number of friends he 
bought a ticket to the second gallery call- 
ing for general admission, with no seat 
coupon attached. The party went in and 
stood back of the seats where, they say, 


there were many others, including women, 
on their feet. 

Toward the close of the second act, Da 
Costa, noticing that there were many va- 
cant seats, took possession of one of them. 
Immediately John H. Gardine, a colored 
usher, tapped him on the shoulder and 
asked him to get up as he was-not en- 
titled to the seat, They had an encounter, 
in the course of which Gardine fell. The 
usher then called Policeman Beltun, who 
arrested Da Costa on Gardine’s charge 


-that he had knocked him down. 


Da Costa said the man had slipped and 
fallen. He wanted to make a counter 
charge, but the Sergeant would not enter- 
tain it. Da Costa’s companions followed 
him to the station house, loudly denouncing 
what they called an outrage. 


PATRICK TRIAL POSTPONED. 


Owing to the continued indisposition of 
Juror John V. Campbell, the trial of Albert 
T. Patrick, charged with the murder of 
William M, Rice, was adjourned yesterday 
until 10:30 o'clock to-day. 

Recorder Goff announced when court con- 
vened that he had received a communica- 
tion from Mr, Campbell's physician to the 
effect that Mr. Campbell was too indisposed 
to be present at the day’s session, but that 
he would probably be able to attend to-day.

SMALL PROFIT IN PLATE GLASS. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 4.—The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Pitts- 
burg Plate Glass Company was held to-day, 
and the old Board of Directors, with six 
members, was re-elected, together with one 
additional member. The Directors are

The other 38 per cent., amounting to about 
7,500,000 feet, will be sought by both do- 
mestic and foreign manufacturers, who are 
largely overstocked. This will force prices 
down, and profits will be comparatively 
small for some time to come.

SCHOONER E. L. ALLEN FLOATED 


Five Men Nearly Drowned by Capsizing 
of a Boat When She Was Pulled 
Off Brigantine Shoal. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., 
schooner Edith L. Allen, which was ashore 
on Brigantine Shoal, was floated this aft- 
ernoon and started for New York in tow of 
a tug. 

When the schooner was pulled into deep 
water Capt. H. A. Bagger of New York, 
member of the National Board of Marine 
Underwriters; Capt. George W. Bellevou of 
Philadelphia, Marine Superintendent of the 
Red Star tugs of the Cosmopolitan Line; C.

Smith immediately went to their rescue in 
a trailing boat, and just as they had suc- 
ceeded in pulling the endangered men into 
their boat the yaw] sank. The rescued men 
suffered much from the cold. 


STORM-TOSSED LINERS ARRIVE. 


The Zeeland Passed Through Much 
Wreckage Off Fire Island—Portions 


of Vessels Washed Ashore. 

Evidence of the terrific gales that ,for 
the past few days have been raging on the 
Atlantic was brought into port by a num- 
ber of vessels that arrived yesterday. All 
of them were liberally ice coated. In the 
number were the Orizaba from Colon, the 
Red Star liner Zeeland from Antwerp, and 
the Aller from Naples.

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EXCESS OF DYNAMITE 
STORED IN TUNNEL 


Witness Saw 1,200 Pounds Placed 
in Murray Hill Shanty. 


Much Testimony at Inquest Into the Re- 
cent Disaster, but Few Could 
Tell Coherent Story. 


There was very serious business yester- 


day in the Coroners’ Court, but an element 
of mirthfulness and cheerful disregard of 
ordinary legal District Attor- 
ney Jerome was absent, having sent his 
regrets, saying that he believed the Grand 
Jury would scrupulously avoid any conflict 
with the Coroner. On the bench to the 
right of Mr. Goldenkranz, was Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Hart and Meyer 
Greenberg, special counsel for Mr. Golden- 
kranz. The attorney for the Coroner was 
regarded as unusual. 

The Coroners’ Court 
witnesses, among them Ira A. Shaler, the 
sub-contractor, and Joseph Bracken, the 
foreman, who are under $10,000 bail, and 
Moses Epps, under $4,000 bail, illegally 
bailed, according to the District Attorney, 
in view of the opinion of Corporation Coun- 
gel Rives. Mon McGrath, the working- 
man who was arrested soon after the tun- 
ne] explosion, bepause be had been found 
unconscious a block away from the disas- 
ter, was present for a few moments. He 
said that he wanted tq look in to see what 
might happen to the other fellows, and 
then hurried away to his work. 

Vernon M. Davis, G. W. Murray, James 
Dunn, and C. P. Howland represented the 
prisoners... The interesting testimony of 
one witness was brought out that at the 
moment of the explosion there could not 
have been less than from 1,000 to 1,200 
pounds of dynamite in the shanty in front 
of the Murray Hill Hotel. 

Police Captain Michael Sheehan of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station swore that 
he bad ordered the arrest of the prisoners, 
and that afterward he had notified the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the Coroners’ Office, 
t'e Building Department.

As Mr. Jaques was discharged, Police- 
man Buckridge was summoned to the wit- 
ness stand. He said that he had arrested 
the prisoners on hearsay evidence. 
Davis submitted that hearsay evidence was 
not admissible. He pointed out that the 
prisoners, his clients, were under 
kuil, and that the proceedings might affect 
lueir cases before the court. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hart an- 
nounced that the Coroners might conduct 
their cases about as they pleased. There 
was a laugh, and the Coroner rapped on 
his desk and cried: 

“Wait a minute. This court can listen to 
no indignity.” 

Rapid Transit Subway Contractor McDon- 
aid was the next witness. He stated that 
about sixty pounds of dynamite was stored 
at one time! before the hotel and Mr. Mc- 
Donald added that the dynamite was stored 
inside a fence on the street level, and that 
though the detonating caps were in the 
fame house they were on the other side of 
the avenue. He said that the houses where 
dynamite is stored are guarded and that 
dynamite will not explode without extraor- 
dinary heat. He had seen it burn like saw- 
Gust, but would not like to drop a cart- 
ridge. 

One of the jurymen then asked the con- 
tractor how much dynamite Mr. Shaler used 
a day. The reply was 400 pounds, as he 
needed it all just as he did the other ma- 
terials he received. 

According to the city contract no man 
has a right to keep over sixty-two pounds. 

De Lancey Nicoll, counsel for Mr. McDon- 
ald, drew attention to Section 77 of the 
Rapid Transit act, which he said supersed- 
ed the city ordinance. This provides that 
the contractor may have enough dynamite 
to last him for twenty-four hours. Mr. 
McDonald stated that if Mr. Shaler had 
been allowed but sixty-two pounds a day 
he could not finish the work in less than 
twenty years. 

After recess a copy of the contract be- 
tween McDonald and Shaler was offered in 
evidence, as was a contract between the 
Rapid Transit Commission and Mr. Mc- 
Donald. 

William H. Byrnes of 361 Lexington Ave- 
nue was the next and the most important 
witness of the day. He is a carriage agent 
of the Murray Hill Hotel. He testified that 
he had not been present on the occasion of 
the explosion, but that he had often seen 
dynamite placed in the powder house. He 
identified Andrew Murray and Moses Epps 
as laborers who carried the dynamite into 
the shanty. 

“I looked into the shanty,” said the wit- 
ness, ‘‘on the Saturday prior to the explo- 
sion, and there were twelve boxes of dyna- 
mite there. On the morning of the explo- 
sion I saw twelve more taken in." 

This would mean, according to the testi- 
mony of the witness, that there were be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,200 pounds of dynamite 
on the morning of the explosion packed in 
the powder house. 

“How much do you .say there was in 
that powder kouse on the morning of the 
explosion?’ asked one of the jurors. 

“Tubbs told me,’ replied the witness, 
**that there was enough to blow the whole 
hill to hell.’’ 

‘*I.move that this be stricken out,”’ said 
Mr. Davis. ‘* Tubbs is dead.” 

The Coroner made no ruling. 

Julius Asch, who keeps a barber's shop 
at the hotel, and Charles F. Ross, cashier 
of the hotel, testified that just before the 
explosion they had seen workingmen way- 
ing red flags and that they were excited, 
The inquest was adjourned until to-day.

GEORGE GROSSMITH RETURNS. 


English Comedian Makes a Large Audi- 
ence Laugh with His Specialties. 
George Grossmith, the English musical 
humorist and entertainer, made his reap- 
pearance in New York last night, after an 
absence of two years, at Mendelssohn 
Hall. A few years, more or less, however, 
do not affect Mr. Grossmith or his humor, 
and consequently the entertainment which 
he offered last night was as delightful as 

ever. 

He told some capital stories, sang a few 
really funny topical songs, and, as usual, 
illustrated many of his numbers with 
foolery on the piano. 

His programme was divided into three 
parts, the second of which was entirely 
new and original. Described as a musical 
sketch it was entitled ‘“ Somebodies and 
Nobodies,’’ and Mr. Grossmith took occa- 
sion to poke fun at the many nobodies who 
think they are somebodies, as well as at 
ene somaamapien who turn out to be no- 
IOCIES, 

One of the best stories with which he il- 
lustrated his point was told of a butler of 
his who had been in his family fifteen 
years, and had worked his way “up.” 
One day the butler gave his notice to 
quit, and Mr. Grossmith, who pretends to 
tell this story on himself, asked him why 
he wanted to go. Pressed for a reason the 
man finally replied with a show of emotion: 
“Well, Mr. Grossmith, as you say, I've 
been in your family fifteen years, and I've 
looked at your faces so long that I hate 
the sizht of you and the rest of 'em.” 

Another amusiing incident in this sketch 
Was the imitation of an after-dinner speak- 
er at a banguet of whose speech only such 
words “and,” “TT,” and “in conclusion ” 
can be heard by the audience. He also 
worked in two songs, one of which—‘* How 
to work up a pedigreé—when your name is 
Smith or Jones ""—was very amusing. The 
other, “The Merry Bankrupts,"’ was de- 
clared by Mr. Grossmith to be ‘‘a coon 
tune.”’ It can only be surmised that this 
was a joke on Mr. Grossmith’'s part, for it 
had no more resemblance to a coon song 
than to grand opera.

INSURANCE AT WATERBURY. 


Losses Reported by the Different Com- 
panies Doing Business There. 

The gross estimate of the liability of the 
insurance companies on account of the in- 
sured property damaged in the Waterbury 
conflagration remains practically un- 
changed at between $1,200,000 and $1,300,- 
000, as figured on Monday. Despite this 
fact, the estimates of sixty-five companies, 
including almost every important fire un- 
derwriting corporation doing business in 


the United States, only add up $832,050. 
Most surprising of all are the figures given 
out by the New Engiand companies, which 
are known to have had most of the best 
business of the good New England cities 
and towns, and Waterbury was known as 
a good insurance town. 

The explanation otfered nearly every- 
where in local insurance circles yesterday 
as to the lowness of the figures for many 
of the several companies was that the esti- 
mates were prepared for publication with- 
out exact information as to the extent of 
the burned district, and only such risks 
were included as the companies had offi- 
cially learned wére destroyed. These criti- 
cisms were not applied to the companies 
reporting large losses, but to the many 
companies which are known to have writ- 
ten much Waterbury insurance and yet 
have reported comparatively small losses.

The United States cruiser Cincinnat! sailed 
yesterday afternoon for an extended cruise 
in order that a number of engineers and 
firemen might be given a thorough train- 
ing in practical work.

MANAGEMENT CHANGES 


W. C. Brown in Complete Control 
of Road’s Operation. 


P. S. Blodgett Made General Manager 
of Lake Shore and A. H. Smith 
General Superintendent. 


The Executive Committee of the New 
York Central Railroad met yesterday and 
decided on what is practically a revolution 
in the organization of that road. It was 
announced that W. C. Brown, at present 
Vice President and General Manager of the 
Lake Shore Railroad, had been ‘elected 
Third Vice President of the New York 
Central, with powers giving him the com- 
plete control of the operation of the road, 
such as are generally held by a General 
Manager. 

P. S. Blodgett, General Superintendent of 
the New York Central, has been retrans- 
ferred to the Lake Shore, whence he was 
brought to the New York Central 
Summer. Mr. Blodgett 
perintendent of the Lake Shore when 
left there, and he will return to it as Gen- 
erul Manager, which is technically an ad- 
vancement, but railroad men consider the 
office of General Superintendent of the 
New York Central as superior to that of 
General Manager of the Lake Shore. 

Mr. Blodgett will be succeeded as Gen- 
eral Superintendent by A, H. Smith, who 
is at present General Superintendent of the 
Lake Shore. Who will succeed Mr. Smith on 
the Lake Shore and Lake Erie and West- 
ern, of which he was also General Super- 
intendent, has not yet been decided.

In his new position Mr. Brown will re- 
lieve President Newman of all the details 


of the operation of the road. He will have 
direct charge of the transportation, en- 
gineering, equipment, and purchasing de- 
partments. President Newman will 
tinue to have control of the traffic de- 
partment, a Soperement with which he has 
been connected almost during his entire 
railroad career. 

These changes practically establish the 
organization of the New York Central as it 
Was before President Callaway, now of the 
American Locomotive Company, took 
charge of the road in 1899. Mr. Callaway, 
who was an operating man, abolished the 
office of General Manager, and had all 
the heads of departments, such as Chief 
Engineer, Superintendent of Motive Power, 
General Superintendent, &c., report to him 
directly. Under the plan which now has 
been re-established all these officials, with 
the exception of those in charge of the 
traffic department, will report to the new 
Genera] Manager. 

The latter is an experienced operating 
official. He was born in Herkimer County, 
N. Y., in 1853. In 1860 he entered railway 
service, cording wood and working on a 
section of the Milwaukee Road, He was 
soon advanced to the position of telegraph 
operator, and in 1872 he became train dis- 
patcher on the Iowa Division of the Illinois 
Central. In similar positions he served 
the Rock Island and the Burlington from 
1876 to 1881, when he became chief train 
dispatcher of the Burlington at St. Louis, 
and soon afterward trainmaster of its St. 
Louis Division. He gradually advanced 
through the offices of Assistant Superin- 
tendent, Division Superintendent, and Gen- 


con- ; 


eral Manager of s@me of the Burlington's | 


branch roads until in 1896 he became Gen- 
eral Manager of the Burlington. He left 
that road in 1901 to enter the service of the 
Vanderbilts as General Manager of the 
Lake Shore. 

A. H, Smith has been connected with the 
Lake Shore for many years, and he worked 
his way up in the service of that road 
through the various grades of office.

ARSON IN APARTMENT HOUSE. 


Police Investigating Two Attempts to 
Burn the Place That Have Alarmed 
the Occupants, 

The occupants of the five-story private 


apartment house at 69 East Fifty-fourth | 


Street are greatly frightened over what 
appears to be a determined plan to burn 
them out. Two fires have been discovered 
in the house within the past two weeks, 
both of which, it is claimed, are of incen- 
diary origin. 

The first fire was discovered on the night 
of Jan. 26 by F. Rawden Myers, living on 
the third floor. Mr. Myers was returning 
home about 9 o’clock on that evening, and 


when he opened the outside door he was 
met by a cloud of smoke, which entirely 
filled the halls, and which smelied strong! 

of kerosene oil. He made his way chroash 
the smoke to the rear of the hall, and at 
the head of the stairs leading to the base- 
ment he found the carpet burning briskly. 
He secured a bucket of water and suc- 
ceeded in putting out the flame without the 
aid of the Fire Department. 

The second fire was discovered on Mon- 
day morning by the servants of the family 
of Charles C. Nott, living on the first 
floor, adjoining the hall in which the first 
fire was discovered. When they opened the 
door leading into the hall they saw smoke 
ascending from the basement. Rushing 
down the stairs they found tnat it was 
coming from under the door of a store- 
room, said to belong to William Jones, liv- 
ing on the top floor. The door was locked, 
but the servants succeeded in forcing it 
open, and forming a bucket brigade, were 

successful in putting out the fire.

Mrs. Barbara Klinge Crushed to Death 
at Central Park West and 
Sixty-fourth Street. 


Mrs. Barbara Klinge, the wife of Charles 


| Klinge, a prosperous business man, stepped 
| from behind a north-bound car from which 


she had just alighted at Central Park West 
and Sixty-fourth Street shortly after 1 
o'clock yesterday morning and was crushed 
to death by an electric automobile of the 
New York Vehicie Company speeding in 
the opposite direction along the other track. 
Both wheels on the near side of the elec- 


' tric carriage passed over her chest and ab- 


domen. 
Mrs. Klinge lived with her husband and 


their twelve-year-old daughter, Madeleine, 
in a handsome apartment at 103 West Fif- 
ty-eighth Street. Mr. Klinge, who formerly 
had a wholesale hardware store at 13 Bow- 


| ery, gave her a rich satin dress on Satur- 
day, and late Monday, with her friend, Miss 


Agnes C. Lewis of 111 West Sixty-second 
Street, she went to see the dressmaker 
about it. The women spent the evening to- 
gether, and when they started for home 
Mrs. Klinge offered to accompany her un- 
married friend. The conductor forgot and 
carried them two blocks beyond their des- 
tination. This circumstance may have 
eaused them to be less careful, but the 
automobile’s rubber tires ran noiselessly 
over the rails and the car prevented Mrs. 
Klinge from seeing it as she stepped out 
into its path. Harris R. Barnes, twenty- 
eight years old, of 404 West Thirty-first 
Street, drove the automobile. He jumped 
down from the box and became hysterical 
when he saw the woman's body. The car 
stopped and several passengers, together 
with Miss Lewis, ran to the prostrate wo- 
man, who still breathed. She was carried 
into a hallway of an apartment house 
across the way and Dr. William B. Byrnes 
of 25 West Sixty-fifth Street was cailed and 
tried. to revive her. An ambulance was 
summoned from Roosevelt Hospital on a

OUT-OF-TOWN CHECK BUSINESS 
Steps Taken to Stop Evasion of the 


Clearing House Collection Rule. 


Some months ago violent protests were 
incited in all parts of the country against 
a new rule of the Clearing House banks of 
New York to the effect that from one- 
tenth to one-fourth of 1 per cent. should 
be collected on all out-of-town checks pre- 
sented for payment .at New York banks. 
A curious evasion of that rule resulting 
from the strenuous competition of many 
local banking houses for out-of-town busi- 
ness has been called to the notice of the 
Clearing House Committee, and the Asso- 
ciated Banks yesterday received a notice 
that the new practice must come to an end. 

The practice against which complaint is 
made is as follows: A bank in Lynn, Mass., 
for example, with the connivance of its 


New York correspondent, permits a de- 
positor to draw a check in regular form 
upon the Lynn institution. LY the check 
are also printed the words: ‘‘ Payable, if de- 
sired, at the —— Bank in New York City.” 

The New York bank then passes that 
check through the Clearing House here and 
collects no commission upon it, the check be- 
ing apparently upon the New York institu- 
tion, although in reality not at all so. It 
is stated that many New York banks have 
followed this policy of Gonnivance for some 
time past, and have sacrificed many thou- 
sand dollars in their quest for this foreign 
business. 

As a result of this practice, the Clearing 
House Committee has sent the following 
letter to the President of each of the Asso- 
ciated Banks: 

The attention of the Clearing House Committee 
has been called to the fact that items drawn on 
banks not affiliated with the New York Clear 
ing House and stamped “ Payable, if desired, at 
Bank, New York City’’ are being paid 
through the Clearing Hotse. 

The committee has decided that banks paying 
such checks through the exchanges are acting 
contrary to the provisions of the Constitution 
governing relations between members of the as- 
sociation, and have directed that notice be given 
of the infringement. 


C. Vanderbilt in National Park Bank.

“In the opinion of the Government jpof 
her Majesty the Queen, the 
circumstances in which one of the bellig- 
erent parties in South Africa is placed, 
which prevent it from communicating di- 
rectly with the other belligerent, constitute 
one reason for the prelongation of the war, 
which is still raging without pause or end, 
and which causes so much misery. It is, 
in fact, an exceptional circumstance that 
one of the belligerent parties is completely 
shut in and separated from the rest of the 
world, and that the Boer representatives 
in Europe are deprived of all means of 
communicating with the General command- 
ing their forces. The difficulty thus arises 
that the authorities who ought to nego- 
tiate for the Boer side are divided into two 
sections, which are deprived of all means 
of deliberating together. It is evident that 
the Boer delegates in Europe can do noth- 
ing, because they do not know the state of 
affairs in Africa, and that the Boers in the 
field are obliged to abstain from taking 
any steps because they are not cognizant 
of the state of afairs in Europe. More- 


exceptional | 


over, the delegates in Europe are bound | 


by their letters of credence, which were 
drawn up in March, 1900, and which bind 
them so strictly to the independence of the 
republics that they could not even be per- 
mitted to accept the re-establishment of 
the status quo ante bellum if a mode of 
Settling disputes which might arise were 
not laid down at the same time. 

* These circumstances give rise to a ques- 
tion whether the offer of good offices could 
not be usefully made by a neutral power, in 
order to render at least possible negotia- 


tions which otherwise could not be opened. { 
| is a well established principle in diplomacy. 


For this reason it would be important to 
ascertain whether it would be agreeable to 
the Britannic Government to make use of 
the good offices of a neutral power. If 
such good offices are confined to the task 
of placing in communication negotiators to 
be appointed by the two parties, the Hol- 
Jand Government might, perhaps, be con- 


sidered as indicated for the performance of 
this task, seeing that the Boer delegates 
are in Netherland territory and accredited 
to that Government alone. If his Britannic 
Majesty’s Government should agree to this 
view, the Government of her Majesty the 
Queen would have to inquire of the Boer 
delegates whether they are willing to pro- 
ceed to Africa and deliberate with the 
Boer leaders on the spot, returning to Eu- 
rope after a stay of fixed length—say, a 
fortnight—armed with adequate, full pow- 
ers providing for all eventualities, and au- 
thorizing them to conclude a treaty of 
peace which should bind absolutely ‘both 
the Boers in Europe and the Boers in 
Africa. 

“In the event of an affirmative reply, it 
would be necessary for his srifen ' 
jesty’s Government to hand the Netherlands 
Government three safe conducts, permit- 
ting the Boer delegates to proceed freely 
to Africa, remain there freely for the time 
agreed upon, and return freely to Europe. 
it would further be necessary for the Brit- 
ish Government to allow the use of a 
telegraph code, with a view to appointing 
a place where the delegates could meet 
the Boer leaders. On their return, the 
Netherlands Government could place them 
in communication with the plenipotentia- 
ries appointed for that purpose by his 
Britannic Majesty’s Government, and would 
willingly undertake to place at the dis- 
posal of these gentlemen the accommoda- 
tion necessary for their meetings. The 
Netherlands Government would then con- 
sider their task at an end. 

“It is quite evident that negotiations 
thus begun might lead to no result. But 
the possibility of the contrary is also not 
excluded, and, in this condition of affairs, it 
appears desirable to endeavor to open ne- 
gotiations in the hope that they may be 
successful, and face a difficulty, which 
exists for all belligerent parties, of taking 
the first step in this direction, and it 
might be useful that a third party should 
undertake the matter and serve as an in- 
termediary. GERICKE.

The text of the reply of the British Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, is as follows: 

: “The Foreign Office, Jan. 29. 

“Sir: You were good enough to lay be- 
fore me on Jan, 25 a communication from 
the Netherlands Government in which it 
was proposed that, with the object of 
bringing the war to an end, his Majesty's 
Government might grant a safe conduct 
to the Boer delegates now in Holland, for 
the purpose of enabling them to confer 
with the Boer leaders in South Africa. It 
is suggested that after a conference the 
delegates might return to Europe with 
power to conclude a treaty of peace with 
this country, and the Netherlands Govern- 
ment intimate that in this event they might 
at a later stage be instrumental in placin 
the Boer plenipotentiaries in relation with 
peenipctentiarios who might be appointed 

y his Majesty's Government. The Nether- 
lands Government intimate that if this 
project commends itself to his Majesty's 
Government they will inquire of the dele- 
gates whether they are prepared to make 
the mupeenses visit to South Africa. It 
may, therefore, be inferred that the com- 
munication I received was made on the 
responsibility of the Netherlands Govern- 
ment alone, and without authority from 
the Boer delegates or leaders. His Ma- 
jesty’s Government have given it their best 
consideration, and, while entirely appre- 
ciative of the motives of humanity which 
led the Netherlands Government to make 
this proposal, they feel they must adhere 
to the position adopted and publicly an- 
nounced by them some months after the 
commencement of hostilities by the Boers, 
that it is not their intention to accept the 
intervention of any foreign power in the 
South African war. 

“Should the Boer delegates themselves 
desire to lay a request for a safe conduct 
before his Majesty’s Government, there is 
no reason why they should not do so. But 
his Majesty's Government obviously are 
not in a position to express an opinion on 
any such application until they have re- 
ceived it and are aware of the precise 
a and grounds whereon the request is 
made. 

“I may therefore point out that it {s not 
at present clear to his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment that the delegates retain any influ- 
ence over the representatives of the Boers 
in South Africa or have any voice in their 
eouncils. They are stated by the Neth- 
erlands Government to have no such let- 
ters of credence or instruction of a later 
date than March, 1900 His Majesty’s 
Government, on the other hand, understood 
that all the powers of government, includ- 
ing those of negotiation, were now com- 
pletely vested in Mr. Steyn, for the Boers 
of. the Orange River Colony, and Mr. 
Schalk-Burger, for those of the Transvaal. 
If this is so, it is evident that the quickest 
and most satisfactory means of arranging 
a settlement would be by direct communica- 
tion between the leaders of the Boer forces 
in South Africa and the Commander in 
Chief of his Majesty’s forces, who has 
already been instructed to forward imme- 
diately ony offers he may receive, for the 
consideration of his Majesty's Government. 

“In these circumstances, his Majesty’s 
Government have decided that if the Boer 
leaders should desire to enter into negotia- 
tions for = purpose of bringing the war 
to an end, those negotiations must take 
place, not in Europe, but in South Africa. 

“Tt should, moreover, be borne in mind 
that if the Boer leaders are to eccupy time 
in visiting South Africa, in consulting with 
Boer leaders in the field, and in returning 
to Europe for the purpose of making 
known the results of their errand, a period 
of at least three months would elapse, dur- 
ing which hostilities would be prolonged 
and much human suffering perhaps need- 
lessly occasioned.

MONTAGU WHITE’S VIEWS. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—Montagu White, rep- 
resentative of the Boer republics in Amer- 
ica, in commenting upon the reply of the 
British Government to the Dutch note, said 
to-day: 

“The reply of Lord Lansdowne does not 
close the door to peace negotiations, but 
simply points out that these should be con- 
cluded in South Africa and not in Europe. 
It must, however, be understood that, as 
a condition precedent to any effective nego- 
tiations, the Boer authorities in Europe and 
the Boer leaders in the field must be 
placed in communication with one another. 
President Steyn will not be a party to a 
settlement without the consent of President 
Kruger, and vice versa. The offer of the 
delegates to proceed to South Africa, to 
confer there, and then return, involving a 
delay of at least three months, is con- 
vincing evidence that the Boer situation is 
much better and more hopeful than the 
news from British sources would lead one 
to believe. 

‘With regard to the statement that the 
plenipotentiaries have no letters of credence 
later than March, 1900—this does not in 
the least imply that their powers are in- 
valid, for these remain in force until can- 
celed. They are in constant communica- 
tion with the leaders in the field—that is as 
constant as the means at their disposal will 
permit, for the mails and cable are en- 
tirely in British control. The refusal of 
the British Government to accept foreign 
intervention is wholly irrelevant to the 
question. The Dutch Government would 
not, after a lapse of two years and three 
months, have approached the British Gov- 
ernment with peace proposals unless the 
latter had first signified its consent. This

a very direct encouragement to the friends 
of peace to persevere in their efforts to

Statement that It Ignored an Offer of 
Expert Advice on the Purchase of 


Horses Causes Sensation. 

LONDON, Feb. 5.—In the House of Com- 
mons’ on Monday evening Major Arthur 
Hamilton Lee (Conservative, British At- 
taché with the United States Army during 
the Spanish-American war and later Brit- 
ish Military Attaché at Washington,) said 
that Great Britain had received the offer of 
the services of the chief horse expert of the 
United States Army as adviser in the pur- 
chase of American horses for the British 


This revelation was made in the course of 
a heated debate on the remount question. 
Major Lee said: 

“The accredited representative of the 
War Uifice, Col. Wardrop, the Attaché at 
Vienna, was given no opportunity of show- 
ing what knowledge he possessed of the 
resources cf the country. In the same 
way, I, being Military Attaché at Washing- 
ton, was not informed that there was any 
intention of buying horses in the United 
States. I leerned from the American news- 
papers that British officers had been sent 
to buy horses, but I was not informed who 
the, were, nor was I asked to give them 
such assistance as my position implied that 
I was cempetent to give. At the time I had 
the opportunity, through the good-will of a 
high officia), of getting the services of the 
chief Lorse expert of the United States 
Army, as adviser. I cabled the suggestion 
te the War Office, but I received no reply.” 

The whole debate on this question in the 
House of Commons causes widespread tin- 
dignation, which is as evident among the 
strongest supporters of the Government as 
among the members of the Opposition. The 
Ministerial press vigorously charges the

inguiry, hinting at the possibility that the ;

The Globe yesterday suggested that the ;

The supporters of the Government are 
shocked, not only by the revelations re- 
garding the inefficiency of the War Office, 
but more so by the tone of Mr. Brodrick’s 
and Mr. Balfour's defenses. Mr. Brodrick 
claimed m@rit because he did not suppress 
the investigfating committee’s report alto- 
gether. 

The Times vesterday pointed out that “it 
is right and honorable that a Minister 
should defend by all legitimate means the 
department he represents, but he is carry- 
ing chivalry too far when he implies the 
right to defend it by the suppression of in- 
fermation which dearly concerns Parlia- 
ment and the people to know.”” The Times 
added: 

‘Neither Mr. Balfour nor Mr. Brodrick 
has ever once attempted in an effective 
fashion to meet the charges of incapacity 
and habitual negligence brought against 
the Remount Department and tre War 
Office.”’ 

The St. James’s Gazette, referring yes- 
terday to the further investigations pro 
posed, urged the need of fixing the re- 
sponsibility of individuals, saying’ 

“The nation has been swindled, and it is 
right that the swindlers, whoever *hey are, 
should be brought to book promptly. 
Horses, or, at least, four-legged crcatures, 
have been bought for £33, when only worth 
a quarter of that sum. The difference, 
three-quarters, has gone into the pockets 
of certain persons. If they can prove the 
money got there properly, well and good. 
If not, the conclusions are obvious There 
must be no white-washing.” 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Adjt. Gen. Cor- 
bin was questioned to-day in regard to Ma- 
jor Lee’s statement in Parliament that he 
had received the offer of the services of 
the “Chief Herse Expert of the United 
States Army” in the securing of horses in 
this country for South Africa. Gen. Corbin 
said it was the first that he had heard of 
the matter. What he did know as a fact 
was that there had been no correspondence 
between the Adjutant General's office and 
Major Lee or any one else te warrant a 
statement that the United States had as- 
sisted the British operations in South Af- 
rica in any way. oreover, Gen. Cerbin 
said, he did not know what was meant by 
the expression *‘ Chief Horse Expert,” there 
being no such office in the United States 
military service. It is suggested that Major 
Lee referred to one of the large army con- 
tractors who supply mounts for the United 
States cavalry. 


INVITES KRUGER TO AMERICA. 


Resolution Introduced in Congress by 
Representative Cochran. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4,—Representative 
Cochran (Dem., Mo.,) has introduced in 
the House the following resolution: 
“Resolved, by the Senate and the House, 
That the Hon. Paul Kruger, President of 
the South African Republic, is hereby in- 
vited to visit the United States as the 
guest of the country at such time as may 
suit his convenience. For the defrayment 
of the expenses incurred in his entertain- 
ment while in this country the sum of 
$25,000, or so much thereof as may be neces- 


sary, is nearer appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 


propriated.”

WITH FRANCE AND GERMANY. 


Reprisals Threatened If M. Secrestat Is 
Not Allowed to Land—German Min- 
ister Not Back at Caracas. 
WILLEMSTAD, Curacoa, Feb. 4.—Ad- 
vices from Caracas announce that the 
French Government has notifed the Gov- 
ernment of Venezuela that France wil! not 
sign the protocol presented by Venezuela 
for a renewal of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries—notwithstanding 
the fact that Venezuela has accepted all 
France’s conditions and is ready to sign— 
unless M. Secrestat, Jr., is immediately 
allowed to land at La Guayra and protect 
the interests of his father, (who leased the 
estates of Gen. Matos, 
leader, which estates were subsequently 

seized by the Venezuelan Government.) 
In case of Venezuela’s refusal to grant 


the demand of the French Government, 
France will immediately impose duties on 
Venezuelan cacao, which would be disas- 
trous for Venezuela. 


CARUPANO, Venezuela, Feb. 4.—The 
French cruiser D’Estrées is here to protect 
French interests. 


SERLIN, Feb. 4.—Dr. Schmidt-Leda, Ger- 
man Minister to Venezuela, has not re- 
turned to Caracas, although the Foreign 
Office stated at the beginning of January 
that he was on his way there. Why Dr. 
Schmidt-Leda has come back, if he started 
for his post, is not explained. 

It is announced to-day that Dr, Schmidt- 
Leda may never return to Venezuela, and 
that a new post will be found for him. 
This announcement is coupled with the 
statement that the transference is in no 
way due to the controversy between Ger- 
many and Venezuela concerning the claims 
ef German subjects against the latter coun- 
try. The stories that Dr. Schmidt-Leda is 
personally objectionable to President Cas- 
tro are, hewever, seemingly verified. 

In other respects the Venezuelan affair 
rests where it did a month age. The For- 
eign Office gives no indication of a re- 
newal of the pressure upon the South 
American republic, and will probably not 
take action until after the visit of Prince 
Henry to the United States. 

Official advices from Caracas are to the 
effect that the revolution against Presi- 
dent Castro has not been suppressed, and 
that it is making the future Government of 
Venezuela uncertain. 


THE LIBERTADOR SUNK? 


Report that the Revolutionary Vessel 
Has Been Sent to the Bottom by 
a Venezuelan Gunboat. 

COLON, Feb. 4.—It is reported here that 
the Venezuelan revolutionary steamer Li- 
bertador, (formerly the British steamer Ban 
Righ,) has been sunk by a Venezuelan 
gunboat while under repairs at Porto Co- 
lombia. 

The report first gained circulation yester- 
day, but no confirmation of it could be 
obtained. It is said that the steamer had 
been lying up at Porto Colombia for the 
past few weeks, in need of repairs. The 
fact that the British warship Psyche left 
here yesterday for Porto Colombia is looked 
upon as supporting the rumor about the 
Libertador, 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacoa, Feb. 4.—A dis- 
patch from Sabanilla, Colombia, says that 
the revolutionary steamer Libertador was 
at that port on Jan, 24, engaged in repair- 
ing her boilers. It was then expected that 
a work would be finished a few days 
ater. 

Advices from Paraguana, Venezuela, also 
refer to the Libertador, saying that she 
was at Sabanilla recently, and that the 
Venezuelan eeeSons Miranda was off that 
harbor, watching the revolutionary steamer, 
The latter had been repairing her ma- 
chinery, and it was believed she would have 
completed the repairs by this time. 


CASTRO’S TROOPS DEFEATED. 


Victory for Insurgents Under 
Sientalta—A Government Gen- 
eral Killed. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacgoa, Feb. 4.—Dis- 
patches were received from Paraguana, 
Venezuela, to-day, announcing that the in- 
surgents commanded by Gen. Sientalta had 


defeated the Government troops command- 
ed by Gen. Urbaneja, and that the latter 
had been killed. 


MARACAIBO, Venezuela, Feb. 4.—The 
Venezuelan Government has just been 
notified that one of Gen. Matos’s lieu- 
tenants, Gen. Panaloza, is marching from 
Cucuta, by way of Odafia, Colombia, with 
an immense quantity of war material.

DINGLEYISM AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

A large number of American women 
whose circumstances permit them now 
and then to travel in foreign countries 
have signed petitions praying for relief 
from the annoyance, indignities, and in- 
sults of passenger baggage examination 
as now conducted under the American 
protective system. These petitions are 
about to be presented to Congress. They 
set forth others the following 
grievances: 


Before the steamer arrives at the dock 
the passengers are summoned before an 
officer, who questions them minutely in 
regard to the amount:of luggage they have 
on board; they reply. He then asks if they 
have anything dutiable; they reply and 
state the value under oath. They then fol- 
low their luggage to the wharf, their keys 
are demanded, and the investigation be- 
gins. Ne assurance on their part avails, 
their oath is disregarded. Every article 
thai has been declared is subject to exam- 
ination by an ae, who does not ac- 
cept receipted bills as proof, but presup- 
poses them to be fraudulent. 

Not content with examining articles de- 
clared as new, old clothing is minutely ex- 
amined and duty often imposed upon it at 
the caprice of the appraiser. The trunks 
are emptied on the wharf, impertinent ques- 
tions are asked and remarks made which 
are humiliating and intolerable. Such pro- 
ceedings lead to falsehood in self-defense, 
and the undersigned humbly beg that such 
measures may be taken in regard to the 
administration of the law as will cause 
their return to their native land to cease to 
be a source of dread to truthful, self-re- 
specting women. 


These grievances are real and sub- 
stantial. The prayer that they be re- 
dressed is proper and justified. There 
is no other country on earth where such 
a petition is called for; probably none 
where it would not be granted. 

But have the women who protest 
against the outrage of baggage examina- 
tion as here practiced any grounds for 
expecting that Congress will give the 
slightest heed to their prayer? Can they 
not see written all over the Congres- 
sional sky sure signs that their effort 
must fail? 

They pray for relief from a phase of 
Dingleyism that, at most, hurts the pride 
and the feelings and causes the loss of 
an hour or so of perhaps not very val- 
uable time. The people of Cuba have 
long and earnestly besought Congress to 
relieve them from most cruel conditions 
that threaten impoverishment, ruin, and 
starvation. The mussing of a Paris gown 
or two, the imputation of lying and fraud 
from a rude customs official whom one 
does not meet in society, and sitting on

THE BOARD OF HEALTH AND THE 
TUNNEL. 

To protect itself against an effort to 
dragoon it into approving and becoming 
a party to the absurd scheme of allow- 
ing only one train in the Park Avenue 
tunnel at a time, which has been advo- 
cated with more zeal than intelligence by 
people who know nothing of the condi- 
tions of safety in railroad operation, the 
Board of Health has asked for and ob- 
tained from the Corporation Counsel an 
opinion that it has no power to prescribe 
signals or regulate the train schedule of 
the railroads using the tunnel, this right 
being vested by law solely in the Board 
of Railway Commissioners. 

Obviously. It is not, never was, and 
never should be the right or duty of the 
Board of Health to prescribe the method 
of correcting conditions dangerous to 
life or detrimental to health. Should it 
do so, it would in a sense become re- 
sponsible for the results of compliance 
with its orders and would be estopped 
from imposing requirements at variance 
with its first ideas of what was proper 
and necessary. Those held responsible 
for results must be free to elect the 
method of reform. Any other view of 
the matter would impose intolerable 
hardships upon citizens, who might be 
required to incur great expense only to 
find that the work had to be done over 
and over again. Hence the duty of the 
board is limited to discovering, defining, 
and forbidding the nuisance. How to 
correct it the individual or corporation 
wishing to avoid the penalties of disre- 


garding an order of this kind must find 
out for himself. 

In the case of the tunnel it is within 
the power of the Board of Health to de- 
clare it a public nuisance and to order 
that it be abandoned or sooperated that it 
ceases to be a nuisance. Had this course 
been taken last Summer at the time Mr. 
SExTON issued the foolish order relative 
to internal reconstruction, the manage- 
ment of the New York Central Railroad 
would have had to choose between ceas- 
ing to run trains through the tunnel and 
making the transit safe and comfortable. 
That the board does not do this under 
its new administration is due to the fact 
that it is deemed wise to wait until the 
investigations now in progress as the 
result of the recent fatal accident are 
finished and the Grand Jury has taken 
the action which it may deem the facts 
to warrant. Its only way of enforcing 
such an order would be to close the tun- 
nel to traffic until such time as it could 
be operated without nuisance. As this 
is a very different thing from closing an 
offensive abattoir or revoking the permit 
of a factory conducting a trade which 
annoys the neighbors, and would involve 
serious inconvenience to hundreds of 
thousands of people who have no other 
way of getting into or out of New York,

“T cannot,”’ writes the resentful one, ‘* help 
expressing the opinion that if the nation- 
ality in question had been German or Irish, 
you would not—for obvious reasons—have 
promulgated an insult so gratuitous,’’ and 
he concludes: ‘*‘ Mercenary soldiers have 
been common to all ages in every nation, 
and the mere fact that the Swiss fought 
for ‘small pay’ in nowise lowers their 
-omparative morality, while it would seem 
to indicate that their necessities were 
great.’” As for what we would or would uot 
dare to say about Germans or Irishmen, 
that is a matter which our correspondent 
is under no obligation to decide, though of 
course he has a perfect right to his opinion 
regarding it. We mentioned the Swiss, not 
to insult them, but simply because they 
provided us with an illustration of the fact: 
that.men can love freedom and still put 
their abilities to the basest of uses. This 
the Swiss who fought for the Italian 
Princes undoubtedly did, and their evil 
work, too, was done voluntarily, not under 
sompulsion, as was the case of some other 
mercenaries, including the Hessians, who 
were so hated in this country. And it is 
not true that ‘‘mercenary soldiers have 
been common to all ages in every nation.”’ 
Every nation, probably, has produced pro- 
fessional soldiers with swords to sell to the 
highest bidder, but several have refrained 
from going into the business regularly and 
on @ large scale, as the Swiss certainly did. 
And in all ages and lands the mercenary 
soldier has been despised, even by those 
who used him. There are black pages in 
the annals of every people, and allusion to 


those pages is not insult. Our critic, “as 4 
Swiss,’’ has much to be proud of, as well as 
something to be ashamed of, and he should 
not be supersensitive.

FLORIZEL VON REUTER’S DEBUT. 

For some time past there have been pre- 
dictions of excitement over the violin play< 
ing of a ten-year-old boy. This child is a 
Northwest, and is called on 
His full name is Flor- 
izel von Reuter, and he is the son of a 
violinist. He showed talent at an early 
age, and had the good fortune to attract 
the attention of Lyman Gage of Chicago, 
recently Secretary of the Treasury. Mr. 
Gage took sufficient interest in the boy’s 
gift to insure its proper cultivation. After 
fundamental instruction under Max Ben- 
dix, the child was sent to Europe, whence 
he has now returned fresh from the teach- 
ing of the distinguished virtuoso, Henri 
Marteau. : 

Last night Florizel appeared at Carnegie 
Hall and was heard by a numerous and 
wondering audience. Of course the aim of 
all exhibitions of juvenile precocity is to 
excite wonder. It is not pretended that 
a little boy or girl can play the violin or 
the piano better than an adult artist, whose 
mind is disciplined and whose technic is 
the subject of a wisely directed will. We 
are always asked to look for astonishing 
development of technical facility and for 
evidence’s of musical gifts in children. If 
we content ourselves with saying that there 
is reason to hope that at some future time 
this or that wonder-child, as the Germans 
call them, will become a great master, we 
are called cynical and unsympathetic. Nev- 
ertheless, it always has been and still is 
true that no child can disclose the inner 
content of music as a grown musician of 
genuine ability can. With these facts be- 
fore us, we may venture to summarize the 
elements of the exhibition given at Car- 
negie Hall last evening. 

That the child has extraordinary talent 
was demonstrated fully by his performance 
of Vieuxtemps’s E major concerto. He 
played upon a violin of three-quarter size, 
and, therefore, it was not possible that his 
tone could be large, even if it were to be 
expected from a mere child. But of the 
purity and excellent quality of the tone 
only praise can be written. The boy’s: bow- 
ing was free and vigorous, and in all his 
playing there was a dashing, assured free- 
dom which showed the confidence of a 
real talent. His staccato was clear and in- 
cisive, and his spiccato excellent. 

Of his stopping it is less easy to write 
with enthusiasm. He was playing music 
which clearly taxed his technical skill, and 
he blurred and smeared many of his rapid 
upward flights along the finger board just 
as some older soloists do. His double stop- 
ping was irregular—sometimes accurate, 
sometimes all a muddle. His style was 
wholly the product of his teachers, but his 
feeling for rhythm and his intelligent ac- 
centuation showed the possession of true 
musical gifts. In short, Florizel is a child 
with great possibilities, but who is yet im- 
mature and unripe for public appearance. 

We do not know whether need has driven 
this boy’s parents to set him to earn money, 
but we do know that valuable gifts are in 
danger of being ruined. Already the child 
has the airs and self-consciousness of an 
accepted celebrity, and if he goes forward 
in his art, it will be more than there seems 
reason to hope for if he continues to give 
concerts. He ought to be taken off the 
stage and made to listen to masters of the 
violin until he understands how much he 
has yet to learn. But he will probably con- 
tinue to go about astonishing the curious 
to his own detriment. 

With him last night appeared Miss Lucy 
Gates, a young American soprano, 6f whom 
nothing can be set down In praise, except 
that she has a serviceable voice. Her ene 
tire method, however, from her tone-plac- 
ing to her vocalization needs reconstruc- 
tion. One seldom hears a singer ~7ith a more 
complete catalogue of the vices of sing- 
ing.

attend the meeting to-morrow afternoon 
and submit some plan for the entertain- 
ment of the Prince, if he decides to visit 
the ship. I have also written to Dr. Thomas 
Hunter of the Normal College to-attend the 
meeting, and after we have had a con- 
ference with them both, we will decide on 
our plans.” 

Acting Secretary G. A. Cormack of the 
New York Yacht Club, announced that on 
March 9 Prince Henry will visit its club- 
house. 

Three persons constituting a committee 
from the Chinatown district appeared at 
City Hall with the idea of seeing the Mayor 
and making arrangements for him to act 
fs toastmaster at a banquet, to which it 
is proposed to invite Prince Henry.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Wallace Dow- 
ney, President of the Townsend-Downey 
Shipbuilding Company, which is building 
the yacht for Emperor William, was in 
Washington to-day, and talked over with 
Dr. Hill and other officials the arrange- 
ments for the launching of the yacht and 
the reception of Prince Henry.

Major Venable of Virginia Defeats in 
Baltimore Councils a Proposition to 
Entertain the Kaiser’s Brother.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 4.—Major Richard 
Venable, a member of an old Virginia fam- 
ily, a prominent man in club and society 
circles of this city, and a member of City 
Councils, has had tabled in that body a 
resolution inviting Prince Henry to visit 
Baltimore. In explaining his action to-day, 

the Major said with emphasis: 

“I don't care one cent for Prince Henry, 
or whether he comes here or not. I was 
brought up to despise Princes. It was bred 
in my bones. If he came here on a level 


with other people I would be ready to re- 
ceive him. 

“The sentiments which were prevalent all 
over the country in and for some years fol- 
lowing Revolutionary times still exist 
among the plain people of Virginia. in 
which State I was born and bred. If all the 
Princes of Europe were huddled on a va- 
eant lot around the corner I wouldn’t walk 
around there to see them. I do not wish to 
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be classed as a barbarian, and I fully recog- 


nize that those whose official duty brings 
them into intercourse with royalty must of 
necessity use every courtesy and polite- 
ness. I am glad my duty does not impose 
this upon me.

Annual Meeting of the National 
Cycling Association. 


TRACKS GRANTED FRANCHISES 


Original Sentences of Cyclists Who 
Rode Crooked Races Modified—New 
Track for Jersey City. 


The annual meeting of the National Cy- 
cling Association, held yesterday at the As- 
tor House, was remarkable only for the 
amount of business transacted and the 
thoroughly satisfactory condition of the 
sport, as shown by the large number of 
new applications for franchises. The com- 
pleteness of the control which the associa- 
tion exercises over the sport and the gen- 
eral satisfaction with it was shown by the 
fact that but four cases of discipline came 
before the meeting, and in all of these the 
action of the Board Control was sus- 
tained by the association. 

These cases were those of Jay Eaton, Or- 
lando Stevens, Floyd McFarland, and E. A. 
McDuffee. Eaton and Stevens, who were 
suspended for life for riding a crooked race 
at Vailsburk a year ago last Fall, had their 
sentences commuted to two years’ suspen- 
sion from the original date of Aug. 1, 1000, 
which will allow them to return to cycle 
racing after the first of next August. Mc- 
Farland, who had been suspended until 
June 15 next for rioting at the finish of 
the recent six days’ cycle race in Boston, 
had his sentence reduced by one month to 
May 15, with the option of a fine of $50. 
As McFarland was also deprived of his win- 
nings in that race, his outbreak cost him 
over $1,000. 

The Board of Appeals refused to consider 
the appeal of McDuffee, who was fined by 
the American Racing Cyclists’ Union prior 
to its alliance with the National Cycling 
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labor. Three to four hundred dollars is a liberal 
estimate for this expense. It is proposed to raise 
this by undergraduate subscription. 


A. A. U. REGULARS WIN. 


Plan to Secure Individual Club Repre- 
sentation in the Local Body Beaten. 
There will be no large increase in the 

Board of Managers of the Metropolitan 

Association of the Amateur Athietic Union 

during the coming year, or probably for 

any year. The result of the mail vote, 
which was called for a month ago, was 
announced yesterday by John J. Dixon, 

Secretary of the local association, and it 

shows that only eight clubs voted for the 

individual club representation out of a 

total of thirty-five. 

A two-thirds vote was necessary to carry 


the point, and the weakness of the protest- 
ing clubs, in view of the strong fight they 
put up last Fall, caused considerable com- 
ment in amateur athletic circles yesterday. 
it will be remembered that ten protesting 
clubs prepared amendments to the consti- 
tution of the association which the man- 
agers presented to the annual meeting of 
the Amateur Athletic Union, and the latter 
body consented to the changes provided the 
local clubs themselves approved of them. 
It was to test the general opinion that the 
mail vote was called for. 

in sending out the requests for the vote 
the managers stated that they did not con- 
sider it advisable to have individual repre- 
sentation as it would make the board too 
large for the convenient transaction of 
business. The clubs that originaily opposed 
some of the methods in vogue with the 
Metropolitan Association believed that they 
would be strong enough to secure a vote 
favorable to their ideas, but the result has 
proven a lamentable failure. The thirty- 
five clubs, of nearly fifty in the associa- 
tion, that voted, were:

(Mass.) track for a full franchise was also 
held up pénding an investigation into the 
recent six-day race at Boston, which A. A. 
McLean of the Revere Beach track man- 
aged, and which was a failure financially. 
it was charged that $2,100 of indebtedness 
is yet unpid.

EXPORTS OF GOLD TO EUROPE. 


Unusually heavy shipments of gold were 
engaged by a number of banking houses 
yesterday for transportation on the steam- 
ship L’ Aquitaine, leaving this port to-mor- 
row. The total shipment so far announced 
will amount to $3,750,000, and the destina- 
tion will be Paris. This will make a total 


of $5,210,000 shipped since the first.of the 
year. 

Of the $3,750,000 mentioned, the National 
City Bank will send $1,000,000, Heidelbach 
Ickelheimer & Co. $1,250,000, and Lazar 
Fréres $1,500,000. It is understood that 
several other arbitrage houses are con- 
templating shipments on the same vessel. 

The reason for these very large ship- 
ments was stated by bankers yesterday to 
be the rates of exchange now prevailing 
between London and Paris. Paris exchange 
on Lofidon was yesterday quoted at 25f. 
j2c., and the rate for demand sterling on 
London in New York was $4.87%, It is stat- 
ed that at these rates French bankers can 
import gold at a premium. 

Another reason assigned for these ship- 
ments is that certain large loans were 
placed in France at the time of the North- 
ern Pacific corner last April and May. 
Some of these loans were paid off, but oth- 
ers were renewed and are now maturing. 
Most of the shipment to-morrow will be 
in bars, although it is said that $1,000,000 
will be sent in new eagles. 

It was reported in Wall Street yesterday 
that ne in gold had been received 
from Hongkong by a New York bank, the 
original source of shipment being Manila. 

Several heavy shipments of silver are to 
be made to Europe this week. Zimmer- 
mann & Forshay send $100,000.

LAND BOUGHT IN BY THE STATE. 

The State of New York, as plaintiff in 
foreclosure proceedings, bought in yester- 
day, for $13,000, twenty-one lots at King’s 
Bridge Heights, situated on Fort Independ- 
ence Street, Giles Place, and Cannon Place. 
Upon these properties the State had 
loaned money out of a fund which came 
into its possession about fifty years ago. 


At that time, there being a large surplus 
in the National Treasury, it was determined 
by Congress to lend it to the various States 
in proportion to their teé uxable valuation, the 
States in turn putting the money out on 
mortgage. At intervals those properties 
upon which there has been default in the 
payment of interest or principal are sold by 
order of the so-called United States Loan 
Commissioners, Charles D. Ingersoll and 
Charles P. Latting. 

Yesterday's sale was conducted by Rich- 
ard V. Harnett & Co. in the rotunda of the 
Court House. 


REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list “‘ mtg’’ stands for mort- 
gage and ‘‘RS” for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and js under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘' consideration’’ has heen 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times 
the value of the revenue stamps on the convey- 
ance should therefore show the true consideration 
for all properties over $2,500 in value.

The arrests and charges grew out of the 
primaries of Sept. 17 last, when Leader J. 
J. Ryan was overthrown by Mr. Frawley. 
The prisoners taken early yesterday morn- 
ing were Joseph Skidmore, alias ** Jo-Jo, 
of 16 First Street; Michael Levine, alias 
Lawrence, of Seventh Street; William J. 
Williams, 296 Bowery; James Brasier, 30 
First Street, and Max Glasser, 280 Bowery. 
Sigmund L. Rosenfeld, alias *‘ Beansey, 
declared by Mr. McCullagh to be the head 
of the gang, was arrested subsequently in 
a back room of the Antique Hotel, Twelfth 
Street and Fourth Avenue, by Elections 
Deputies Archer and Connolly after a sharp 
tussle. Superintendent McCullagh stated 
that Rosenfeld was making a handbook 
when the deputies approached him, that he 
endeavored to pass his roll of money to an- 
other man when arrested, and then vigor- 
ously resisted arrest. 

Superintendent McCullagh took Skidmore, 
Williams, Levine, Glasser, and Brasier to 
the Essex Market Court yesterday morn- 
ing. They were charged with violating the 
election law in the Tenth Election District 
of the Thirty-second Assembly District. 
Glasser, Williams, and bBrasier were 
charged with illegal voting; Levine with 
false registration and Skidmore with induc- 
ing Williams to vote illegally. Levine ana 
Skidmore were held in $2,00U bail and the 
other three were remanded to Superintend- 
ent McCullagh’s custody. As a result of 
the statements of the three latter, Superin- 
tendent McCullagh made _ the charges 
against Alderman Dietz and Leader Fraw- 
ley. He said: s 
“The men arrested to-day are some of 
the members of a gang of repeaters who 
were organized by one Sigmund L. Rosen- 
feld, alias ‘ Beansey,’ and Joseph Skidmore, 
known as ‘ Jo-Jo,’ from the dives and gam- 
bling houses on the Bowery, for the pur- 
»ose of yoting for James J. Frawley as 
eader of the Thirty-second Assembly Dis- 
trict in the primary, which resulted in the 
deposition of Leader J. J. Ryan ol that 
district at the last primary election on 
Sept. 17.

eleven men were taken by 
* Beansey ’ ‘Jo-Jo’ to the Miami Club, 
on Lexington Avenue, between One Hun- 
dred and First and One Hundred and Sec- 
ond Streets, on the day of the primary. 
They were delivered over by * beansey 
and ‘Jo-Jo’ to John J. Dietz, the present 
Alderman from that district, and a man 
of the name of Burke. These men voted

performed by the men was so satisfactory 
to Dietz that he invited them to return to 
the district on the days of registration for 
the genera! election, and they did so. They 
registered in the various election districts 
of the Thirty-second Assembly District 
upon names and addresses furnished 
them by one *‘Schemer’ Ryan, who was 
acting under the instructions of Dietz. The 
wincipal work done by this gang was dur- 
ne the last two days of registration, for 
which work they were paid money. 

** At the conclusion of their day’s work on 
the last day of registration Ryan and 
Dietz invited them to return to the district 
on election day to vote upon the names 
under which they had registered. The men 
did return 
und acting under the guidance of Ryan and 
Dietz voted upon slips containing the names 
of alleged voters who had been registered. 
T'wo of the members of the gang, Williams 
and Hrasier, were arrested on election day 
for illegal voting, upon orders of arrest 
issued by me. One [Brasier] succeeded in 
making his escape from the officer, and 
the other was taken to court, but subse- 
quently discharged by the Justice because 
of perjured testimony. At the ciose of 
their day's work on election day the men 
assembled at the headquarters of the Dem- 
ocratic organization, known as the Miami 
Club on Lexington Avenue, where they 
were pie for their day's work by Alder- 
man ietz and James J. Frawley, the 
leader of the district. 

‘The arrests made resulted as a conse- 
quence of the espionage kept by me upon 
the members of the gang, and the facts 
learned by my deputies led to the arrest 
of several members of the gang, and sume 
of them have made a full confession of 
their participation in the frauds perpe- 
trated. 

“Leader Frawley and Alderman Dietz 
will be arrested without warrants as soon 
as located by the deputies. If their arrests 
do not take place before to-morrow, they 
are at liberty to surrender themselves to 
City Magistrate Olmsted in the Essex Mar- 
ket Court to-morrow, to answer charges 
of bribery and aiding and abetting illegal 
registration and voting. Other arrests will 
undoubtedly follow in connection with these 
Warrants. 

“Williams, then known as Burns, regis- 
tered from 217 East Ninety-second Street 
before the September primaries. On Elec- 
tion Day his name and that of Brasier, 
then known as William Kelly, was on the 
list given to the police with instructions 
to arrest them if they attempted to vote. 
Burns, or Williams, was arrested. The 
crowd got between the policemen and Bra- 
sier, and the latter escaped. Owing to the 
affidavit of Policeman Louis De Tour be- 
fore Magistrate Poole, and his identifica- 
tion in the police court of the men who 
had gotten between, and his subsequent 

ailure to identify them on trial, the 
fagistrate directed that a charge of per- 
jury be brought against him. He is now 
under indictment. 

**My men arrested Williams again Mon- 
day. I got him to tell me the truth, and 
@s a result arrested Levine, Brasier, and 
Glasser, and then to-day Skidmore, or 
*‘Jo-Jo.”" 1 got the statements of two or 
three of the other prisoners, who cor- 
roborated each other, and I sent my men 
for Rosenfeld, the leader of the gang. Ros- 
enfeld was identified by the three when 
I brought him to my office. He is now in 
the Macdougal Street Station House. Then 
I saw that I was getting clése to Dietz and 
Frawley. 

“J didn’t ask for warrants, as my men 
are empowered to arrest without warrants. 
The penalty upon conviction of the charges 
against the Alderman or Frawley and 
Ryan is from one to five years’ imprison- 
ment. Rosenfeld is charged with aiding 
and abetting,false registration and illegal 
voting. Williams made the affidavit on 
which Skidmore is held. There may yet 

more arrests.”’

The impression created by Major Wood- 
bury was a surprise to the Tammany and 
Democratic members. They spent some 
time in making charges against the Street 
Cleaning Department, and Alderman Wafer 
was especially bitter for the failure to re- 
move the snow from the business streets 
of Brooklyn during the last two wecks. 
When asked for a statement about the ne- 
cessity for expending the amount asked for 
for equipment, Commissioner Woodbury 
said, in part: 

‘The necessity for spending this money 
at once for equipping the Street Cleaning 
Department is imperative. It is an abso- 
lute necessity that I should have this money 
to spend. There are no covers for the ash 
carts, no blankets for the horses, and we 
must start in at once to reorganize many 
matters which have been disorganized in 
the Street Cleaning Department for some 
time. : 

“The poor horses are overworked and 
are breaking down under the strain. A man 
shows his humanity by protecting poor 
dumb beasts. Many of the animals in my 
department have no blankets, and alto- 
gether. the condition is deplorable. Now 
the city will not gain by neglecting to vote 
me this appropriation. We are hiring now 
300 horses every day. It is an absolute 
necessity to do this to prevent the spread 
of disease throughout the city by clouds of 
disease-breeding dirt scattered through 
business houses and homes. 

“The 300 horses cost $1.50 a day each. 
You gentlemen can see that it will not take 
long before you eat up the price of a horse 
by hiring. We have to hire thirty trucks, 
and if this was not done the ashes and 
garbage would pile up so’as to be a menace 
to health. ‘ 

** We must have covered dumps. Now the 
winds blow the dust and refuse of the 
dumps into business houses in the vicinity. 
You must remember that the refuse of the 


city is taken from the homes of the poor— 
the homes in which diseases such as searlet 
fever, measies, and other contagious dis- 
eases have been prevalent; and, gentlemen, 
you will have to cover these dumps to pre- 
vent the diseases from spreading. It is ab- 
solutely necessary for the health and clean- 
liness of the city. 

“In Brooklyn the condition is even worse: 
We need stables and horses. Gentlemen, 
there are 500 miles of streets in Brooklyn. 
There are 783 men to keep the place clean, 
How can they do ity How can a man clean

I went over 
to Brooklyn on Sunday and worked day 
and night to get the streets cleared of 
snow. 

“The trouble was to get shovelers. Even 
the poor wretches from the tenement dis- 
tricts would not, even to make the money 
which they needed so much, brave the 
wind, sleet, and snow. They simply struck, 
and would not work in such weather. The 
men who did work stood with feet nearly 
frozen in the slush, but they finally struck. 
It was the weather conditions that pre- 
vented the streets from being cleared in 
Brooklyn. We could not get the men to do 
the work.”’ 

“Why didn’t you send around for horses 
and wagons the same as Commissioner Na- 
gle?’’ asked Alderman Wafer. 

“That is what was done. We could get 
plenty of horses and carts, but the shovel- 
ers absolutely refused to work. As soon as 
it can be done the Street Cleaning Bureau 
in Brooklyn will be reorganized,’’ said Com- 
missioner Woodbury. 

*“Does that include the Deputy Street 
Cleaning Commissioner?’’ asked Alderman 
Wentz, Republican. 

“That is dragging politics into this mat- 
ter,’’ said Alderman Dowling. 

Commissioner Woodbury took no notice 
of the question. Deputy Street Cleaning 
Commissioner Quinn in Brooklyn is a Dem- 
ocrat, who has so far been retained by the 
Commissioner. 

Alderman McInnes explained that Com- 
missioner Woodbury was going to spend the 
$184,160 by public letting even to the small- 
est items of supplies. Alderman McCall, 
the Tammany leader, said that in view of 
the Commissioner’s statements the appro- 
priation should be made at once. Alderman 
Bridges made a speech, saying that Brook- 
lyn had been neglected. At the end of five 
minutes President Fornes banged his gavel 
and said: 

** Your time is up.”’ 

“T have not been speaking a minute,” 
shouted Alderman Bridges. 

The gavel of the Chairman banged again. 
Alderman Bridges was directed to take his 
seat. and for the first time in four years 
the Brooklyn Alderman was forced to stop 
in debate before he had finished. 

On the roll call sixty-six Aldermen voted 
in favor of granting Commissioner Wood- 
bury the appropriation. There were no 
negative votes. 

President Cantor's plan for placing signs 
on street corners was then brought up. 
TLere was not much discussion, and a reso- 
lution was passed requesting the Board of 
Estimate to appropriate $145,000. Of this 
sum $40,000 is to be spent in Manhattan, 
$40,000 in Brooklyn, $20,000 in the Bronx, 
$20,000 in Queens. and $15,000 in Richmond. 

President Cantor was much pleased at 
the prompt action on the appropriation, 
and he hopes to have the Board of Esti- 
mate’s approval and the street sign work 
begun in a week. 

A resolution was introduced by President 
Cantor to name the bridges across the East 
River. The present bridge is to be called 
the Brooklyn Bridge. The span to the East- 
ern District of Brooklyn is to be called the 
Williamsburg Bridge; Bridge No. 3, the 
terminal of which will be near Flatbush 
Avenue, in Brooklyn, is to be called the 
Navy Yard Bridge, and the bridge across 
Blackwell's Island to Long Island City the 
Ravenswood Bridge. 

Alderman Behrman wanted a committee 
sent to Albany to indorse the bill which 
increases the salaries of Aldermen from 
$1,000 to $2,000 a year. 

“It is a long walk to Albany,” said Al- 
derman Mathews. 

“Let us provide skates and then push 
the committee off,’’ said Alderman Sulli- 
van.

JEROME CASE DROPPED. 


District Attorney Answers the Summons 
of the Coroner’s Clerk Murray. 


District Attorney Jerome stood before 
Magistrate Cornell yesterday morning to 
answer to the charge brought by Coroner’s 
Clerk John Murray of felonious assault. 
The Magistrate waited until after 10 o'clock, 
the hour of opening, and then Murray’s 
name was called. There was no answer, 
and the court waited a few minutes. When 
the Magistrate was about to dismiss the 
District Attorney, Murray appeared. 

‘“‘T have here a summons,” said the Mag- 
istrate, ‘‘ which you obtained from Magis- 
trate Brann, summoning District Attorney 


Jerome to this court to answer to a charge 
of felonious assault. Tell me about it.”’ 

Murray then announced that he would 
withdraw the complaint on the advice of 
the Board of Coroners, who did not wish 
to prolong the conflict with the District 
Attorney. Mr. Jerome immediately left the 
courtroom and hurried back to his office, 
on the third floor of the Criminal Courts 
Building. Murray was equally hurried in 
his departure, and refused to be _ inter- 
viewed by the many present who had come 
expecting a sensation. 

John Murray’s charges grew out of the 
first sitting of the Coroners’ Court, on the 
afternoon of the Park Avenue tunnel ex- 
plosion. When, after an exciting quarrel 
between Coroner Goldenkranz and the Dis- 
trict Attorney over holding the prisoners 
arrested in connection with the accident, 
Murray ordered the policemen to take the 
prisoners away, the District Attorney asked 
him on what authority. Murray, with blas- 
phemous adjectives, told him that it was 
none of his business, and the District At- 
torney jumped over the stenographer’s 
table to place Murray under arest, as he 
stated, but to punch him in the head, ac- 
cording to Murray. There followed a scene 
of great confusion, in which everybody 
struck his neighbor, and there was a pro- 
miscuous fight in the Coroners’ Court. 


LEGAL NOTES. 

PRINCIPAL AND AGENT.—Charles Bird, a 
real estate agent, while acting in a busi- 
ness capacity for Sarah Clark, induced her 
to sell certain premises in the City of 
Rochester owned by her for $1,600, and 
she thereupon signed a contract of sale 
with Coomber, the proposed grantee. 
The deed of the property, however, was 
made out to Bird, who paid Mrs. Clark 
$600 in cash and was to give a mortgage 
for the balance. The latter, on learning 
that Bird was the purchaser, requested 
him to reconvey, which he refused to do. 
A judgment in Mrs. Clark's favor in her 
suit against Bird to compel a reconveyance 
has been affirmed by the Fourth Appellate 
Division. It was shown on the trial that 
the consideration—$1,000—was grossly in- 
adequate, many competent witnesses valu- 
ing the property at $3,000. Mrs. Clark was 
a woman “advanced in physically 
weak, and of inferior mental capacity.” 
** Where,” says Justice Spring, for the 
court, *‘ one undertakes to act as agent for 
another in the sale of property, the rule is 
inflexible that he violates his trust by be- 
coming the purchaser from his principal, 
unless the assent of the latter is estab- 
lished by most convincing proof, This prin- 
ciple is based upon good morals and good 
sense. As was said by Judge Story in his 
work on Agency, (Section 210:) ‘It may 
be correctly said, with reference to Chris- 
tian morals, that no man can faithfully 
serve two masters, whose interests are in 
conflict. If, then, the seller were permitted, 
as the agent of another, to become the pur- 
chaser, his duty to his principal and his 
own interest would stand in direct opposi- 
tion to each other, and thus a temptation, 
perhaps, in many cases, too strong for re- 
sistance by men of flexible morals or hack- 
neyed in the common devices of worldly 
business, would be held out, which would 
betray them into gross misconduct, and 
even into crime. It is to interpose a pre- 
ventive check against such temptations and 
seductions that a positive probibition has 
been found to be the soundest policy, en- 
couraged by the purest precepts of Chris- 
tianity.’ ”’

A LABORER, ALTHOUGH A VETERAN, Is 
Not ENTITLED TO PREFERENCE.—The dis- 
missal at the Wayne County Trial Term of 
the Supreme Court of the complaint in a 
suit brought by Simeon Sweet against John 
N. Partridge, lately State Commissioner of 
Public Works, to recover damages for the 
latter’s failure to appoint the plaintiff tc 
the position of locktender on the Hrie Canai, 
has been upheld by the Appellate Division 
of the Fourth Department. Sweet claimed 
preference as an honorably discharged sol- 
dier of the civil war by virtue of the civil 
service law. _ Col. Partridge’s defense was 
that the statute did not require the ap- 
pointment of the plaintiff, or give him a 


right of action for a failure to appoint, be- 
cause Sweet was not upon any list from 
which appointment of locktenders was to 
be made, and because there was no such list 
under the rules of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. Neither had Sweet's qualifications 
and fitness ever been ascertained as pro- 
vided in the act, as there was no provision 
for doing so. *‘In other words,”’ says Jus- 
tice Williams, for the appellate tribunal, 
‘*the claim is that this section [Section 20 
of the Civil Service act] was never designed 
to cover the cases of men as to whom there 
was no provision for ascertaining their 
qualifications and fitness, and who were 
not to be placed upon any list or to have 
any standing thereon. It is conceded that 
the appellant occupied this position. There 
was no list kept or prepared, except a list 
of those who were required to and had 
passed an examination as to qualifications 
and fitness. The appellant sought for a po- 
sition as laborer in the State service, [a 
locktender was a laborer,] and under Sec- 
tion 9 of the civil service law no examina- 
tion or registration could be required of 
persons to be employed as laborers in the 
State service. There was, therefore, no list 
upon which the appellant could get or have 
any standing from which the appointment 
he sought would be made. There was no 
way in which his qualifications and fitness 
could be ascertained.”’ 


Mr. Jerome’s East Side House.
